was the version the House in- 
sisted on—rather than the bill 
the Senate originally passed. 


Magnuson, 
chairman of the 


Senate 
Commerce Committee, 


said he agreed to the House ver- 
sion with great reluctance. But 
he told the Senate the only al- 
ternative was to have no bill at 
all. 


In contrast, Hart said he re- 


garded the House bill as "ac- 
tually stronger than the Sen- 
ate's." He was the author and 
chief sponsor of the Senate bill.

duced what he called a "truth in

do. 


The program's emphasis was 


on increased efforts to restore 
convicted men to society. It also 
underlined the dreary statistics 
of failure — three million Amer- 
icans who have served prison 
terms and a current prison pop- 
ulation of 350,000. Three-quar- 
ters of all crimes are committed 
by persons who have previously 
been arrested and convicted, It 
noted.

prisoners should not be allowed 
to associate with older, more 
experienced 
criminals, 
"like 


me." 


Roger 
Mudd, the narrator, 


repeatedly said that there is no 
evidence that imprisonment has 
proved a deterrent of crime, but 
suggested that some men can be 
made useful members of society 


if given help — education, a vo* 
cation and a chance,

for this dress. The skirt flares 
slightly. The tie belt can be 
worn or not, as you prefer. 
The dress is cut as a shift and 
may be worn beltless. The 
shoulder tucks provide bust 
fullness so o f t e n 
desired, 


especially in a dress made of 
silk or wool crepe. 


Sleeves may be any length 


you desire. The short sleeve 
usually comfortable for wear 
under a coat seems right with 
this all-purpose dress. 


The facing at the neckline 


should be cut to fit. Cut on 
the same grain as the dress. 
Facing, when finished, should 
be approximately 2 i n c h e s 
wide, the outside edge of the 
facing notched or overcast 
and caught with easy stitches 
at shoulders, center front and 
center back seams.
